PUTS A FINGER 
ON WEAK SPOTS. 


Noted Financier Warns of 
Futures Dangers. | 


Says Wars End will Deplete 
Us Financially. 


Calle Foreign Trade a Bit 
of a Will o Wisp. 


“When the war is at an end and 
the nations of the world are again at 
amity, we Americans will realize that 
we have been overlooking a lot of 
very serious internal problems hav- 
ing a bearing on our financial welfare,” 
said George M. Reynolds, president of 
the Continental Bank of Chicago, for- 
mer president of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, and advisor of the 
National Monetary Commission on Its 
tour of Europe. 

Because of his close study of Euro- 
pean conditions, he can with some 
authority discuss the greatest finan- 
cla] problems of all ages. “At the 
present time, we in this country 
should feel happy at the ready ad- 
justment of business and financtal con- 
ditions in this world crisis,” he said. 
“I don't believe that prosperity’ can 
become much greater than now at the 
end of the conflict. 

“Imagine all of the money of the 
world in a hat, ready for distribution. 
Let some power get away with 
$8,000,000,000, the figure estimated for 
the disbursements of the nations fight- 
ing, over the period of a year. To- 
tally destroy that sum. What ie left 
is not going to give anyone as much 
as would have been coming to him 
otherwise. When San Francisco lost 


millions in its fire, it had its effect on 
the entire United States. 


THE DANGER. 


“Immediately that the war, which 
depends not so much on actual cash, 
but on the possibility of immense 
credita, has ceme to an end. Enciand, 
Germany and France will begin ti all 
back great investments in this cou, 
try. There is no. question but that 
these foreign investors feel satisfied 
with their dividends and interests, 
which are larger by far than any ob- 
tainable at Rome, but they will need 
thé actual money more than divi- 
dende. It will be the principal as fast 
as it can be converted, 

“On this I base my belief of the 

impossibility of the great period o 
prosperity as predicted by some of 
our financial authorities. There is no 
question that our crops will bring 
higher figures, our manufacturers 
have wider fields, but this will barely 
balance the other side of the ledger. 
And before our manufacturers are o- 
ing to be able to compete there will 
have to be some change in the tariff. 
am a firm believer in a high tariff 
as the only adequate protection our 
American industries have against Eu- 
ropean manufacturers. 
“This is one of the serious prob- 
lems America should be answering be- 
fore going off on the wild goose chase 
of foreign trade, that cannot be main- 
tained after we get it without co-op- 
eration of the government. We are 
like the near-lover of nature who goes 
out into the fields and chases distant 
daisies while trampling violets under 
foot. Foreign trade cannot de devel- 
oped over night. It needs men seri- 
ously acquainted; trained for years; 
specialized in foreign needs; on abil- 
ity to deliver the goods, to succeed 
eventually in distant lands. It is to 
a lifetime’s education of this sort 
that German, English and other for- 
eign trade ambassadors can lay their 
success and then also to the fact that 
when a German lands a contract, all 
of the people in the state, or even 
the nation, are interested in that bit 
of business and co-operate to the very 
last capability to put it through and 
then make it stick. 


RAILROAD INFLUENCE. 


The American manufacturer who 
has gone abroad has been attacked, 
not only by his competitors abroad, 
wae by his home people. False mo- 
tives are ascribed his intentions. Right | 
here comes also the railroad ques- | 
tion, which means in its final favor- 
able solution for the rallways, an im- 
mense load from the backs of Ameri- 
can citizens. Politicians can never 
make really successful handlers of 
great enterprise, particularly if they 
are going to be at the helm for only 
four, eight, or even a few more 
years.”

The annual report of the Greater Day- 
ton Association, with the above headline 
for a slogan, briefly and comprehensively 
presents the civic ahd commercial activity 
of that organization, which is unique among 
the municipalities of the country. 

Its range of activity is not limited. It 
engages in any movement that is for the 
benefit of the city, business men or chil- 
dren, taxpayers. As an instance of the 
wide scope attention may be called to a 
very few of the many things which düring 
the past year have been. accomplished: 
Helped revise plumbers’ ordinance; con- 
ducted Arbor Day celebration; raised fund 
for social survey; protected public against 
fraudulent advertisements; organized re- 
tall merchants’ bureau; investigation and 
reported on fires and causes. It is not a 
political organization, but has taken a defi- 
‘nite stand on city-wide political questions. 

The association was organized in the fall | 
of 1913. A change in the form of govern- 
ment had just been consummated and Day- 
ton came into a commission-manager ad- 
ministration. It was one of the objects of 
the association that it should support the 
administration in projects for the benefit 
of the city at large, as well as to assist 
in educating the public and to improve 
business conditions.

Even the public schools 
of Los Angeles have their theaters, 
and, be it said to their credit, they 
manage to give some excellent per- 
formances. 


The City Beautiful. 

T HERE are larger cities in the 
world than Los Angeles, speak- 
ing of population, but not so many 
after all. There are larger cities in 
America than Los Angeles, but we are 
climbing up in our ranking mighty 
close toward the top. It is possible 
that the city will never be the largest 
in our great country, but the time will 
come when it will not rank in tenth or 
twelith place but in fifth, and possibly 
in third. That is somewhat of a jump, 
to be sure, but it is perfectly realizable. 
The time when the city will have a mil- 
lion inhabitants is quite in sight to any 
one who occupies a position of exalted 
thought on a tower of observation 
built of the history of the past. Those 
who are best qualified to speak say that 
the next census will show us in the 
class of cities in America which are in 
the million class. 

There are also cities richer in manu- 
factures, industries, financial institu- 
tions, and many other things, but not 
many in this respect either that out- 
rank the metropolis of the Great 
Southwest, destined to be the metrop- 
olis of western America. In all these 
respects this city is rising very rapidly 
and will soon be near the head of the 
class. 

But there is one respect in which no 
city in the world outranks Los Ange- 
les, and few that approach her. We 
refer to the beauty that marks every 
feature of this fair city. We are not 
using the expression in any hackneyed 
or slang sense. Among all the sister- 
hood of cities in the world ours is the 
fairest.

ever seen elsewhere.

Since Adam stood in 
the presence of Jehovah and laid the 
blame of his disobedience on his help- 
meet, calling God’s attention to “the 
woman thou gavést me,” woman's suf- 
ferings throughout the whole history 
of humanity have been pathetic in the 
extreme. A slave to the red savage 
in the American woods, a toy to the 
fastidious Roman of the time of the 
Caesars, woman’s rights have been 
very few and her wrongs multitudi- 
nous. In that great country, la belle 
France, among that really great peo- 
ple, the French, until our own time 
the average woman has been practi- 
cally a slave to her husband, her father 
or her brothers. She could not marry 
without their consent, nor draw her 
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‘more next winter than this one. 


own earnings from her employer, but 
her pay envelope had to go to the hus- 
band or other male supertor being, al- 
beit she was the sole support of him 
and the rest of the family, and he 
might have been a drunken sot, a cruel 
brute. 

In our day, as the eternal years go 
marching on, woman at last is coming 
into her rights. She has got some of 
them, and will get more as the years 
follow one another down the long 
pathway of time. 

The latest one to call attention to 
this fact.is that greatest of Americans, 
William Howard Taft. In speaking 
the other day he emphasized the fact 
that woman’s emancipation had lifted 
her to a condition where matrimony 
was no longer a necessity. Of course 
he was speaking of America, that 
ripest fruit from the tree of time, 
where things are more nearly as they 
should be than anywhere else on the 
face of the globe. He congratulated 
womanhood on its emancipation from 
thralldom, in the liberty of woman to 
earn her own living, live her own life, 
in her own way, marry if she would 
and stay single if that were her choice. 
And the crown of glory upon the mod- 
ern woman’s head in America is that 
she has not to ask father or brother, 
mother or anyone else, whom she shall 
marry. It shall be the man of her 


choice and she shall love him before 


she stands at the altar to pledge obe- 
dience, love or any other duty to the 
male biped who has inflicted so many 
wrongs upon her as they have walked 
hand in hand down this long pathway 
of time, from the slavery of the 1 
woman to the independence of the 
modern American girl. 


Harvest for Harvesters. 


A MERICAN farmers as a general 
rule are reaping a big harvest of 
benefit from the war in Europe. They 
should get it firmly fixed safely in the 
back part of their heads that this op- 
portunity is going to be greater for 
the coming harvests than for those 
that are past. 

The war in Europe broke out early 
in August when all the fodder har- 
vests had been gathered and a great 
deal of the grain was also safely gath- 
ered in. The American farmer should 
remember that this spring 20,000,000 
of the robust manhood of Europe are 
at war, and that the women, youths 
and old men must put in the crops, 
care for them, and harvest them. 
This indicates that Europe will have 
to depend upon, America 100 per * 

or 
example, Great Britain produces only 
about 25 per cent. of the food needful 
for its population. Russia is cut off, 
which usually supplies Great Britain 
with a good deal of its foodstuffs. 
There will be India, Australia, South 
Africa and the Argentine to draw 
from, but these will only share with 
the American farmer in the strong de- 
mand for foodstuffs at good prices. 

All over America it will be very im- 
portant that farmers prepare, seed and 
plant every possible acre of ground, 
and this will appeal very strongly to 
California farmers of every kind and 
degree. There is an opportunity this 
year before the tillers of our soils to 
make money as perhaps never before. 
It will not be only wheat and meat 
products that will be needed, but it 
will be fruit of every kind, wine and 
vrandy, and canned vegetables. The 
armies will use a great deal of canned 
stuff of all kinds. 

It is manifest that the war is not 
likely to stop before well into next fall, 
perhaps not for two years to come. 


Oldest Dream in Time. 


M ANY of the peace advocates of | 


4. today think they are pioneers in 
this propaganda to cause wars to 
cease in all the world. Many of these 
people suffer a great many hallucina- 
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tions, and none of them more mislead- 
ing than their idea that the work for 
universal peace is a thing of our day. 

Go back to the pages of history, par- 
ticularly that of the Jews, whose coun- 
try was the Belgium of the ancient 
world. It lay right between Europe 
and Asia, and was the. marching- 
ground across which the hostile armies 
of the Orient crossed to meet in con- 
flict those of the Occident. It was the 
battleground of the world for many 
ages, on down to the time when the 
successors of Alexander, the Ptolomies 
and Antiochi, fought one another on 
the plains of Esdraelon. Their nation- 
al salutation was “Peace.” 

It is a moot point whether man is a 
peaceful animal or a_ warlike one. 
There ought to be no discussion about 
it. He is both. The devil in him 
struggling with the angel by his side. 

August 21, 1849, a peace congress 
was held in the city of Paris. There 
were delegates from nearly every na- 
tion in Europe at that meeting, over 
which Victor Hugo presided as presi- 
dent, with Richard Cobden by his side 
as vice-president. 

Hugo pronounced the discourse of 
welcome, and in it are many expres- 
sions of which the dreams of today are 
ae more than echoes. Listen to 
this: 

“Gentlemen, this thought, universal 
peace, all the nations bound together 
between themselves by one common 
tie, the Gospel for the supreme law, 
mediation substituted for/war, is this 
thought a practieal one? ‘I do not hes- 
itate to answer, Yes. I farther. I 
say not simply it is a realizable end, I 
say it is an inevitable end. We may 
retard or hasten the event, that’s all.” 

We are not quoting in succession, 
but are translating literally every word 
from that remarkable address. The 
eloquent Frenchman appeals to his- 
tory, and points to the time when 
France was divided into a dozen 
kingdoms, Normandy, Brittany, Bur- 
gogne, Lorraine, Alsace, etc., and in 
those times war between these petty 
kingdoms was incessant and fierce. 
With the welding of these small king- 
doms into great France, peace had 
come. So the orator goes on to say 
the time would come when like the 
United States of America there would 
be a United States of Europe, and then 
wars would cease. “And French, Eng- 
lish, Belgians, Germans, Russians, 
Slavs, Europeans, Americans, what 
have we to do to arrive in the shortest 
possible time at that grand day? 
Nous aimer.” 

There is the whole story. When we 
shai! love one another wars will cease, 
but the question is, When will that be? 

The poet, philosopher, statesman, 
dreamer was very enthusiastic, and in 
a discourse of farewell to the congress 
Le said: “Yes, this day will be a 
memorable one. It will mark the end 
of the shedding of human blood, the 
end of massacres and wars, it will in- 
augurate the beginning of concord and 
peace for the world.” 

A beautiful dream that after two 
generations is still a dream. We do not 
say we are no nearer universal peace 
than in Hugo’s day, but there is still a 
long, long road to travel before we 
reach there.

There is a magnificent, embossed rep- 
lica of the purple mangel wurzel, 
which is good for man or beast. There 
are glorious and effulgent counterparts 
of the famed and fragrant onion of 
commerce and society. There are stun- 
ning creations in carrots and asparagus 
2 and there are 
foamy fronds of 
celery that rival 
the white plume 
of Navarre. But 
it the illustrations 
are gorgeous the 
text is no less be- 
wildering. As a 
€ 8 limner of words 
the man who describes our kohlrabi 
has Maeterlinck hobbled at the quart- 
er. Even Bill Shakespeare would have 
foozled had he tried to write a seed 
catalogue. The cucumber expert is 
producing the most lavish embellish- 
ment of which literature is capable. He 
can not only paint the lily, but he can 
give it the hectic splendor of an un- 
chained sunburst. Solomon in all his 
glory would look like a horned toad by 
comparison. Should the seed man 
ever undertake a dictionary of the 
English language each word would 
stand out like a light-house, an oil 
painting, or a poem. From Aab to 
Zyzo it would be a fascinating con- 
tinuous torchlight procession of rhet- 
oric. The student would have a hard 
task to decide upon his word because 

of the dazzling magnificence of all. 

Were the seed merchant to edit the 
city directory that staid and perfunc- 
tory volume would at once become a 
string of pearls. Such plebeian names 
as Skaggs would take on the stately 
grandeur of Montmorency, and every 
Perkins would have the perfumed 
pedigree of a Plantagenet. 

Even when one attempts the 
humble and inconsequential task of 
selecting the favorite turnip for the 
family garden the catalogue offers a 
bafflingly, brilliant word picture. The 
topknot seems to be everything that 
can be desired. 
but when you read 
the next para- 
graph about the 
Early Peruvian 
you wonder how 
you have worried 
through all these 

ears without 
this matchless triumph of the vege- 
table kingdom. Then you read farther 
of the wonderful productiveness of the 
White Queen and you can see a 
dreamy procession of countless thous- 
ands all sobbing for some of the seed. 
By this time you either need a keeper 
or else you have listed seven different 
varieties for your dinky little garden— 
and no one in the family cares much 
for turnips anyhow. 

The seed man not only makes two 
blades of grass grow where one grew 
before, but he puts a perfumed blos- 
som on it more gorgeous than a sun- 
flower.

small amount of silver. Arizona s gold yield 
for the year is about $500,000. Nevada's 
gold production is small, but in the produc- 
tion of silver it shows first place. The 
total production of silver for the whole coun- 
try in the year 1914 is estimated at a little 
short of 68,000,000 fine ounces, valued at 
$37,225,000, 

Another mineral product in which Call- 
fornia holds first place is oil. The United 


States is credited during 1914 with the pro- 


duction of 292,000,000 barrels of oil, of which 
California is credited with 103,000,000 bat- 
rels or more than a third of the porduct of 
the whole country. 


Our Golden Fruit Crop. 
1 California orange crop is getting in 

full swing. It is not so yet, but will be 
soon. The shipments from the State for the 
crop season to January 21 were 2651 cars, 
with 686 of lemons added, from Southern 
California. From Tulare county to January 
20 there had gone forward 5006 cars of or- 
anges and 112 of lemons, while from Butte 
county the shipments to the last date were 
513 cars of oranges and no lemons. The 
shipments from Southern California for the 
season to date are considerably smaller 
than for the previous season, and much 
smaller than for two years ago. The reverse 
is true of Tulare county compared with last 
year, and also of Butte county. 

The orange growers estimate fhe State's 
total crop of citrus fruits for the current 
season at a little short of 44,000 carloads. 
The value of these to the growers is put at 
somewhere between $16,000,000 and $20,000,- 
000. This estimate makes the crop in bulk 
about 20 per cent. lighter than last year for 
oranges, while the lemon crop will be about 
normal. From north of the Tehachepi the 
orange crop of the season is given at 5650 
cars, and of lemons 350. These mature much 
earlier than in Southern California, and are 
about all gone now. They bring excellent 
prices for holiday trade, having the market 
largely to themselves. The following esti- 
mate is made of the crop by districts: 

Redlands district, 4000 cars; Pomona dis- 
trict, 4000; Riverside district, 3500; Ontario 
district, 3000; Azusa-Glendora, 2325; Orange 
district, 2200; Covina, 1500; Highland, 1500; 
San Dimas, 1100; Placentia, 1100; Rialto, 
1050; Whittier district, 945; Corona, 800; 
Fullerton, 750; Alhambra-San Gabriel, 750; 
Duarte-Monrovia, 570; Ventura county, 650; 
Anaheim, 450; Colton, 300; San Fernando, 
250; Bloomington, 250; Moreno, 125; Pasa- 
dena, 100; Hemet, 75; San Diego county, 20; 
other points, 90; total, 31,500. 

In the same way the lemon crop is esti- 
mated thus for Southern California: 

Ventura county, 1000; Corona, 750; San 
Dimas, 750; Ontario, 650; Orange county, 
550; Whittier, 525; Riverside, 400; Santa 
Barbara county, 400; Tulare county, 350; 
Highland, 250; San Fernando, 250; Rialto, 
200; Pomona, 200; Bloomington, 175; Azusa- 
Glendora, 175; San Diego county, 100; other 
points, 75; total, 6800. 

For north of the Tehachepi the estimates 
run, in oranges: Tulare county, 5050 cars; 
Butte, 400; Sacramento and Placer, 140; 
Kern, 60; total for the north, 5650; total 
cars of oranges for the State, 37,150; total 
cars citrus fruit for the State, 43,950. 

It has been said above that the movement 
of the crop was not yet in full swing but 
soon would be. As the figures quoted show, 
Southern California is the district from 
which the bulk of the crop comes. It is 
well known that in Southern California the 
orange crop is not thoroughly matured be- 
fore the first of February. February, March 
and April are the real months for the con- 
sumption of this delicious fruit. During 
that time the bulk of the navel crop goes to 
market. Some of it drags along until the 


end of June, but if the weather should prove 


to be unusually warm there is no denying 
the fact that this variety of orange as grown 
in Southern California tends to deteriorate 
rather than to improve. It is different with 
the Valencia variety, a late orange which 
matures about the first of July and grows 
better every week for five or six weeks, re- 
maining in excellent condition until the holi- 
days of the following fall and winter. 


The market has not been good for Call- 

fornia oranges since the early fall until now, 
but it is hoped that it will improve as the 
demand becomes stronger all over the Hast 
with the disappearance of competing fruit 
from the market and the passing of the ex- 
tremity of the winter. Unless a box of or- 
anges sells in the East for $2.50, the grower 
does not get much profit, after paying the 
cost of picking, sorting, packing, shipping 
and paying freight and commissions to the 
railroads and the merchants. 


Big Ships Coming. 

OW dear old Capt. Conner of the old 

Oriflamme and John L. Stevens, whose 
good gray head was so dear to all pioneers 
who sailed these western seas, would blink 
if he could see San Pedro Harbor as it is 
today, with its great sea-wall, wharves and 
warehousea, making it one of the greatest 
and safest harbors of the world, and how old 
“Fifteenfathom” Johnson of the Orizaba 
would open his eyes in astonishment if he 
could behold the glories of the old Embar- 
cadero of his day converted into the great 
harbor of today! Wen Johnson sailed his 
old tub, small as she was, he could not ap- 
proach the dock if there had been one, 
which there was not. He had to drop anchor 
away out in the channel between Point Fir- 
min and Catalina Island and lighter to shore 
both passengers and freight. 

February 12 there will dock at the harbor 
of Los Angeles the Great Northern, the fast- 
est merchant liner afloat under the Ameri- 
can flag. She brings with her a big excur- 
sion party of 600 tourists who have made 
the journey through the Panama Canal, the 
first party of the kind ever brought that way 
to California. The ship was built at Phila. 
delphia at a cost of $3,000,000. It is to be 
followed by a sister ship at a short interval. 

Right in line with this, and at almost the 
same date, will come an immense oriental 
steamer from Japan. She is called the 
Keyo Maru, and is a ship of 17,200 tons bur- 
den. After touching at Los Angeles Harbor 
this immense steamer proceeds southward, 
touching at Manzanillo, Salina Cruz, Callao, 
Panama, Arica, Iquique, Valparaiso and 
Coronel. She is also to be followed by a 
sister ship, the Anyo Maru, of 18,500 tons, 
and that by the Seiyo Maru, of 14,000 tons. 

Los Angeles Harbor is not merely on the 
map, for besides being the heart of the 
Great Southwest it promises to be the heart 
of international world-wide commerce. 


Two Cotton Crops a Year. 

ECORDS in the Great Southwest are 

never worth recording, for the reason 
that they are broken before the ink has 
dried that records them. When the war 
broke out in Europe the cotton growers of 
southeastern California were a little in the 
dumps as to what they should do with their 
crop. The fit did not last long, but some- 
body, a very foolish person of the tribe of 
Ananias, and also of his wife Sapphira, re- 
cently started a story that no cotton would 
be planted in the Imperial Valley this 
spring. While the untruthful person was 
making truthful figures lie, the acreage al- 
ready planted was large, and the growers 
have full intention of increasing last year’s 
acreage by about one-third, making the total 
number of acres in cotton in the Imperial 
country, including that part below the Mex- 
ican border, 100,000. 

Why not? The cotton of Imperial county 
is not only as good as the best grown in 
Texas, or the long-staple cotton from the 
sea islands off South Carolina, yes, or as 
the best Egyptian cotton grown in the val- 
ley of the Nile, but more than that, its soil 
of inexhaustible richness washed down by 
the Colorado for ages and under the stimu- 
lating influence of the almost tropical sun 
that shines nearly all the year round, pro- 
duces two crops a year. A county that will 
produce two crops of cotton a year can af- 
ford to defy wars and rumors of wars, and 
every other contretemps that affects the 


market. 
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Notes of Progress. 

MINNESOTAN visiting Santa Monica 

has rambled up through the Topanga 
Canyon, and his brain is now busy planning 
the acquisition of a tract of land there on 
which he will establish a turkey farm. He 
says the locality is ideal for the purpose, 
that he has already got orders from some of 
the largest hotels in the country, and that 
he expects to do a thriving, large and im- 
portant businss in his new industry. 

The Pomona Mutual Building and Loan 
Association shows for the past year a rec- 
ord of great success. The business has 
grown in dollars and cents by more than 
$71,000. These associations properly con- 
ducted are worthy all commendation and 
encouragement. They help many people to 
acquire a home, and thus having a stake in 
the country become the best kind of citi- 
zens. 


Down in the Palo Verde Valley a company. 


has been organized to connect Blythe with 
the Blythe Junction on the Santa Fe Rail- 
road. Toward a necessary bonus of $150,- 
000, $85,000 has been raised. 

At Redlands, an important real estate 
transaction is recorded in the sale of a 
bunch of bungalow apartments for $100,000. 

The people up in Tulare county have at 
last acquired a level head, and are about to 
build the State highway through the county 
at a cost of $600,000. This is the last county 
in the State to get in line. 

In Orange county, those interested in de- 
veloping a coast line are busy. They say if 
the county will agree to use $160,000 on the 
work the coast interests will raise another 
$100,000. 

At beautiful Hollywood an important real 
estate transaction has been put through 
wherein a tract of beautiful land has been 
secured at $32,500, which the new owners 
will cut up inte twenty-six lots and put on 
the market.

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Lessons from Experience with Pou

BASIC PRINCIPLES. 


O ONE breeder or fancier of a partic 
ular breed of standard poultry has 
shown a keener appreciation for type 
and color of plumage, correct head and leg 
points in Barred Plymouth Rocks than Al 
. fred D. Robinson of Point Loma; nor has 
any breeder been more appreciative of eco- 
nomic values in the breed. Thus we have a 
combination of forces that in their ultimate 
results gratify our love for the beautiful 
and satisfy in practical values. His birds 
have not only been successful in the show- 
room, but his show-winning females as egg 
producers stand high for the breed, the rec- 
ords for two being 228 eggs for the last six 
months of the laying year. Breeders can 
draw their own conclusions from this as to 
the annual yield; we should place it be- 
‘tween 200 and 250 eggs per hen. 

Mr. Robinson has been good enough to 
write out for the benefit of the poultry read- 
ers of the Illustrated Weekly the basic fac 
tors that stand for success in the poultry 
business as they appeal to him from expe- 
rience and observation in the following 
timely contribution: 

“Looking back over my dozen years of | 
breeding Barred Rocks with the object of | 
determining the chief factors that contrib- | 
uted to my measure of success, I have se- 
lected the following points as worthy 
the most emphasis: 

“Primarily, I regard it as absolutely 
sential that a chicken man should know 
particular kind of chicken from A to 2. 
It were better that he had as much of this 
knowledge as possible before he owned a 
fowl. How otherwise is he to select stock 
or check that selected for him’? This fore 
knowledge, to a considerable degree, is | 
within the reach of any intelligent person | 
who can procure a copy of the Standard of 
Perfection, published by the American 
Poultry Association, and who will attend 
a few good poultry shows. There is no 
space here to enter a defense of this book 
and the standards it advocates. Let it suf- 
fice that these standards are the last word, 
not of a few theorists nor even of breeders 
of just fancy poultry, but of the pick of the 
best-posted poultrymen in the country, and 
they represent the type of highest efficten- 
cy and beauty in each particular breed. | 
Judges differ: they unconsciously, perhaps, | 
allow personal preference to obscure or 
override standard descriptions, and herein 
lies the best argument for the adoption of 
the Standard as a guide by the beginner, 
and the old hand, too, for the matter of that. 
Barly in my Barred Neck career I decided 
what the ndard description meant to 
me, and though my conception has gained 
in clarity and definition, it has undergone 
no basic changes. Sco I say with all the 
emphasis possible: Qualify as a judge of 
your own breed, so shall you know when 
you get what you want. Before leaving this 
point let, me say that I think these consid- 
erations apply just as forcibly to the utility 
man as the fancier, for a uniform earning 
capacity is most necessary where individual 
production is small at the best. I mean 
small on a cash basis. 

None but the best etock procurable is 
good enough to make a start. I lost three 
years by buying twenty fair birds instead 
of three good ones. One really good bird is | 
worth a field full of poor ones. if only to 
build up a proper ideal. I will not modify 
this statement even for the man who wants 
to get busy and have a thousand laying | 
pullets next year, because I know from both | 
experience and observation that he is mis. 
taken: he does not want a hundred till 
experience has taught him some chicken 
wisdom. 

Learn to cull and select by your Meal. 
deal with the birds as they are not as you 
think they ought to be.

Does Color of Legs indicate Prolificness? 


Verily the poultry world do move in 
these days of scientific research and close 
observation, a new theory is born every 
twenty-four hours, and a new “system” is 
evolved between sunrise and sunset.

{Baltimore American: Many begin- 
ners, relying on poultry writers, figure 
that in five months the Leghorn pullet 
will lay its first egg, or Plymouth Rocks, 
Wyandottes or Rhode Island Reds will lay 
in six months. Nothing could be more mis- 
leading, because the time that a flock will 
come into laying depends on many things. 
First, if not properly grown, each check 
postpones maturity just that long, and no 
feeds or care can make the pullets lay until 
they have reached their maturity. Matur- 
ity can be forced to a certain degree, but 
in almost every case at the expense of the 
fowl’s usefulness in the long run. 

It is here that many beginners make 
the mistake of thinking that the very late 
hatched pullets will prove winter layers. It 
is not always possible to grow them with- 
out some slight setback, nor can the be- 
ginner hope to rear them as well as the ex- 
perienced poultry raiser. Hence the be- 
ginner’s fowls do not come into laying con- 
dition as soon as expected, and perhaps the 
breed or the breeder from whom the stock 
of eggs was purchased is blamed, when the 
blame should justly rest on the shoulders 
of the one who raised them. Properly 
grown from a good laying strain, Leghorns 
should begin laying at from five to six 
months from the shell; Wyandottes, Rhode 
Island Reds, at from five and a half to six 
and a half; Plymouth Rocks about the 
same, and some strains of Orpingtons will 
also do the same, but the general rule is, 
the heavier the breed the longer it takes to 
laying maturity. 


[New York Sun:] Avoid the evil of 
overcrowding. If your experimental plant 
is of necessity restricted in area, keep the 
size of your flock correspondingly small. 
Intensive methods may serve for a time, 
but in the great majority of cases success 
comes easiest where plenty of land is avall- 
able. It is easier to grow the chickens, and 
there is less mortality on soil which is not 
overstocked, but is fresh and uncontami- 
nated. Let the business plant be estab 
lished on a sufficient acreage to insure 
clean soil and afford full opportunity for 
chicks to range widely. 

The houses should be well constructed, 
well ventilated, easy to clean. 

Let the runs for the breeders be large in 
size, in order that there may be a constant 
supply of growing greens in them. 


[Washington Star:] In selling dressed 
fowl, whether for broiling or roasting, to in- 
dividual customers, a little investigation as 
to the manner in which such customers like 
their fowls dressed will bring a little ad- 
vance on regular prices. Some housewives 
like their fowls dry-picked, while others pre- 
fer to have them scalded and picked in the 
old-fashioned farm style. By inquiring as to 
such preferences and then delivering fowls 
to customers in the manner they prefer, 
friendly relations may be established which 
will result in a good many more nickels and 
dimes coming into the pocket of the poul- 
tryman. Furthermore, the extra work of 
tying the loose skin up over the neck of a 
decapitated chicken, folding its W. hack, 
and tying down its legs—using short lengths 
of white tape for the purpose—isn’t much, 
but it gives the dressed fowl] a cleaner, neat- 
er and more attractive appearance, and gives 
the poultryman opportunity to ask just a 
little more than the market price for his 
fowls. “Plumping” a wet-picked chicken in 
cold water after the feathers have been re- 
moved is another quick, cheap and easy way 


ot making the carcass look more attractive. 


Simply plunge the picked chicken into a tub 
or pail of cold water for a few minutes. Then 
remove it and dry off the water. The car- 
cass will “plump” out and the skin will be 
drawn firmly over the flesh, instead of re- 
maining loose and wrinkled. 


[Washington Star:] See to it that the 
straw in the nest boxes is renewed fre- 
quently, and never permitted to become 
foul. Hens like clean nests in which to 
lay, but they are mighty untidy about their 
housekeeping, and the nests are likely to 
become fouled pretty frequently. If they 
are permitted to remain in this condition it 
will be necessary to wash the eggs before 
they will be marketable, and it is much eas- 
ler ta put fresh, clean straw in the nest 
boxes at frequent intervals than it is to 


wash every ess. 


Riis’s Kindness. 
HOW HE MADE OLD INDIAN WOMAN 
HAPPY, 7 

[New York Sun:] The following story 
of an act done by the late Jacob A. Riis 
shows his kindly sympathetic nature and 
his understanding of humanity. 

It was the night before Christmas. A 
very small old Indian woman crept into the 
rooms of the Associated Charities. With- 
out raising her eyes she laid a little soiled 
package upon the table, saying: “For some 
little one, maybe,” then opened the door 
and crept down the stairs. : 

Mr. Riis was one of the gentlemen in the 
room at the time. He immediately opened 
the package and held to view an infant's 


frock made of red flannel, so worn, 80 
mended, so shrunken as to measure only 
about twelve inches in length. It was evi- 
dent that she had brought all she had to 
give, her last treasure, that it might be a 
gift to some little baby that cold Christmas. 

In an instant Mr. Riis had taken his hat, 
and getting into his coat as he went, closed 
the door without a word and followed the 
woman down the stairs, along the sidewalk, 
up one street and down another through 
the cold winter night, keeping all the while 
close behind the shrivelied Indian woman 
until at last she turned in at one of the 
poorest of the tenement-houses. 

Mr. Riis knew the place, and also the 
woman in charge of the house, just as he 
knew all parts of New York and its poor. 
So it was not difficult to inquire about the 
queer little woman. Yes, she was an In- 
dian woman and about the last of her race, 
Mr. Riis was told. She could speak some 
English and liked to smoke, was very poor 
and lived alone in a room upstairs. 

She smoked! Then she must like to- 
bacco, Mr. Riis mused. He could get some 
near by; then he would mount the rickety 
stairs and perhaps talk with her. He soon 
returned and reached the door indicated. 
Soon after he rapped, the queer, wrinkled 
visage peered through the slightly opened 
door. Upon seeing a man she was startled 
and took her pipe from her mouth, but did 
not speak. Almost instantly Mr. Riis ex- 
tended his hand and in the palm lay a pack- 
age of tobacco. 

The ice was broken. She smiled. The 
door swung open ag she reached for the to- 
bacco and Mr. Riis’s pleasant voice said: 
“Santa Claus will bring you something else 
if you will tell me what you would like.” 

Coaxing her to talk was difficult at first, 
but as they became more friendly he real- 
ized from her slow, sorrowful tones that she 
had nothing to live for. All her little chil- 
dren and people had gone to the Happy 
Hunting Grounds; all her keepsakes and 
treasures had also gone. The little red 
flannel dress, being her dearest and last 
keepsake, she had parted with, hoping to 
keep some little baby warm this cold Christ- 
mas night. She had left just her pipe with 
the new supply of tobacco, the thought of 
which made her old eyes shine, and 40 
cents in money. Thus there could be no 
hope to live through the long, cold winter 
before her. 

As Mr. Riis talked, telling her of his 
mother so far away and that on the mor- 
row he was going to sail off to Denmark to 
see her, he said: “Now you smoke and be 
real happy until I come back, and what 
shall I bring home to you?” Tobacco? 
No. Something elese? Ah, here was the 
secret that he had hoped to learn—what was 
it that would add real joy to the poor old 
Indian woman as well as give her some 
hope of life? What would gladden the big, 
kind heart of the little old Indian woman, 
Onna-Yuga, who h gone out on the long, 
cold walk that bitteYnight to make her sac- 
rifice? 

What! A bird? A bird that has bright 
feathers and talks? A parrot? Yes! If 
she could only have a parrot to talk to her, 
to keep her company, well, that would be 
fine. And both laughed and were happy, 
the little woman hardly happier in the 
thought of having her long-wished-for, beau- 
tiful bird than Mr. Riis in knowing what he 
could do to bring her happines as well as 
caring for her needs. 

That night when one newspaper went to 
press it contained the following advertise- 
ment: 

“If someone will give a pretty parrot 
who talks well it will make an aged and

RACTURES—BROKEN BONES. First- 
F. treat ent in case of broken bones is 

most important for the purpose of pre- 
venting further injury until the surgeon ar- 
rives, to make the sufferer more comfort- 
able, and to reassure him. 

It often happens that, in moving the in- 
jured person about between the time of the 
accident and setting the bone, more harm 
is done than by the fracture itself. The guid- 
ing thought then, in first-aid treatment, is 
absolute rest. If the accident has occurred 
indoors things are greatly simplified. It is 
then merely a matter of making the victim 
as comfortable as possible, and keeping him 
quiet until skilled help arrives. An injured 
leg or arm should be placed upon a pillow 
as gently as possible and let alone. 

Unfortunately most accidents occur in 
places where it is impossible to let the 
jured person remain quietly. And it is 
such cases that an ounce of the right kind 
of first aid is worth many pounds of after 
treatment. “We can picture 
out in the flelds; one slips an 
hibits some signs of pain in the 
others naturally go to his assistance, 
most likely lift him up, and suggest that 
try to stand. After holding him up a little 
while he is urged to attempt to walk, and 
probably he will take a step of two.” 

Curiously enough the movement of 
limb may cause little pain at this 
the parts surrounding the fracture 
numbed temporarily by the shock. But 
neanwhile every movement causes the sharp 
ends of the broken bone to cut and tear the 
surrounding tissues, and quickly turn a sim- 
ple fracture into a complicated one. 

Instead of lifting up the injured friend, 
therefore, and urging him to move about, 
precisely opposite tactics should be adopted 
—that is, keep him lying down and fix the 
limb so that it cannot be moved, voluntarily 
or otherwise. This calls for some ingenuity 
and the adaptation of materials at hand. But 
the principle is simply that of holding the 
limb immobile with some form of support 
placed on one or both sides of the limb, and 
held in place by handkerchiefs, or several 
strips of cloth, tied above and below the 
point of injury. 

An umbrella, walking stick, or pieces of 
board similar lengths answer the purpose 
admirably if they are wrapped with cloth to 
prevent chafing; and a roll of stiff cloth 
itself, such as a coat, or blanket, may be 
turned into a good temporary splint. For 
this purpose the cloth should not be wound 
round and round the limb, but folded into 
several thicknesses, placed under the limb, 
and the ends rolled toward each other to 
form two supporting cylinders along the 
inner and outer sides of the leg. In this way 
the back of the leg is supported by several 
thicknesses of cloth, while the two firm rolls 
fix the limb from the sides, and the whole 
thing is held in place by strips of cloth tied 
around it at intervals. After s: ch a splint is 
applied the injured person may be moved to 
the place for permanent treatment without 
danger of further injury. 

This sort of temporary splint, or modifica 
tions of it, should be used in the first-aid 
treatment of all fractures of legs and arms. 
Thus two pieces of lath, or shingles, bound 
on either side of the limb directly over the 
fracture and held in place with handker- 
chiefs, make good temporary splints for the 
upper arm, or forearm; and in all fractures 
of the arm the hand should be supported in 
a sling to relieve the dragging weight. And 
fractures at the wrist, which are very com- 
mon, may be held immobile with a flat piece 
of board reaching from the elbow to the 
finger tips, placed on the palmar surface of 
the hand. 

Fractures of the thigh bone require a spe- 
cial first-aid splint, or, rather, a special 
length splint. In such fractures about the 
only way to secure immobility is to use a 
board splint placed on the outer side of the 
limb, reaching from the armpit to the foot, 
and held in place with strips of cloth placed 
at short intervals along the whole length of 
the limb and around the body. There is 
practically no other way to prevent move 
ments of the broken bone fragments in this 
location; and it is particularly important 
that no movements take place here on ac- 
count of the great blood-vessels and nerves 
that may be injured. 

Broken ribs should be held in place, and 
prevented from moving, by winding a sheet, 
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or long towel, tightly around the chest over 
the seat of injury. This fixes the chest 
walls, relieves the pain to a great extent, and 
prevents the sharp fragments from gouging 
into the lungs at each respiration. 

The importance of details in methods, how- 
ever, is relatively insignificant in comparison 
with the underlying principle of keeping the 
broken fragments fixed. Having this in 
mind, the methods just described will sug- 
gest others to meet emergencies as they may 
arise. 


Girding Up the Loins. 


In Biblical times the strong man “girded 
up his loins” when about to undertake some 
feat of physical endurance. And the custom 
is by no means obsolete among certain Ori- 
entails at the present time. Thus in prepar- 
ing for a fatiguing journey the Oriental 
winds a piece of cloth about fifteen feet long 
and twelve to eighteen inches wide tightly 
around the abdomen and back. It is put on 
by having a person hold one end while the 
wearer wiads himself up tightly in it; and 
the Orientals believe that this girdle relieves 
fatigue and guards against intestinal trou- 
bles, by preventing chilling. 

This explanation of the sustaining effect 
of the girdle is probably incorrect, although 
the good effects themselves cannot be 
doubted. In all probability it is the support 
given the abdominal muscles, rather than 
the protection to the skin, that explains the 
beneficial results. 

Fatigue produces muscular relaxation; and 
apparently the first muscles to relax are the 
ones supporting the abdominal organs. Thus 
a rabbit suspended without support to the 
abdominal muscles, dies in five hours, be 
cause the sagging muscles allow the abdom- 
inal organs to be displaced, relaxes the 
blood vessels, lowers the blood pressure and 
causes death. If these muscles are sup- 
ported the anima! will live many hours, even 
though suspended. 


The Best Form of Girdle. 


Nature has provided the very best girdle 
for the loins in the muscles themselves— 
that is, when they are kept in proper tone. 
No person may be considered in good phys 
ical condition whose abdominal muscles are 
not firm; and, conversely, the person whose 
abdominal muscles are firm and elastic is in 
good physical condition. 

Unfortunately the sedentary habits of 
modern civilization encourage relaxation and 
flabbiness of these muscles, which in turn 
produce all manner of abnormalities of the 
organs in the abdominal cavity. In this man- 
ner the circulation of the abdominal vessels 
is affected directly; and this condition af- 
fects thc circulation in the brain with re 
sulting mental disturbances. The lack of 
sufficie t strength in the abdominal muscles 
expla „ why many persons who are easily 
fatigued in the standing posture are greatly 
benefited by properly fitted abdominal sup- 
ports. 

The old-fashioned corset and the new- 
fangled one are good examples respectively 
of the wrong and the right kind of abdom- 
inal support. The older type of corset made 
pressure in the wrong place, and encouraged 
rather than hindered abdominal relaxation. 
lhe fashionable corset of the present time, 
curiously enough, puts the pressure in the 
right place. “Whether the manufacturer of 
special supporting corsets has caused the 
fashionable corsetier to become so sensible 
in his designs, by way of competition, we 
do not know,” says a recent writer. “It is 
a good thing, though it is perhaps asking 
too much of fickle Dame Farhion that she 
continue the present style.”

Tobacco and Mental Efficiency. 


No one tries to dispute that the use of 
tobacco as a general proposition, that it is 
peculiarly harmful to young persons, and 
that in certain bodily conditions it is a 
deadly poison. But those who have been led 
to believe from certain campaign propa- 
ganda that cigarettes are peculiarly deadly, 
while pipe-smoking is relatively harmless, 
will find food for reflection in the reports of 
two great medical organizations that have 
just completed a series of investigations in 
America and Europe. 

“Beyond cavil,” says the New York Med- 
ical Journal, “it has been proved scientific- 
ally that of all mefhods of using tobacco, 


cigarette smoking is the least harmful. Some 
months ago the Lancet (London) undertook 

a careful laboratory study of the various 
ways of consuming tobacco, with the result 
that it was found that the cigarette, Egyp- 
tian, Turkish, or American, yielded the least 
amount of nicotine to the smoke formed; the 
cigar came next in point of harmiessness; 
while the pipe overshadowed the cigar to the 
extent that from 70 to 90 per cent. of nico 
tine was said to exist in its smoke.” 

The same investigators estimate that 
smoking in any form diminishes the mental 
efficiency of young persons about 10 per cent. 
“We have no quarrel with these concilu- 
sions,” says the Journal editorially, “save 
that they take no account of the man who 
‘has smoked many years, concerning whom 
experiments might possibly find that he was 
at least 10 per cent. the worse when tem- 
porarily deprived of his soothing weed.”

Adulterated Honey. 


In a town in North Carolina twenty per- 
sons were made il! recently, and three died 
from eating poisoned honey. As the honey 
wage t'c o.dinary comb, bee-made kind, and 
as some of it was eaten fresh from the hive, 
the bees themselves were suspected of being 
the poisoners. Chemica! analysis proved 
this to be true; and the poison was found to 
te gelsemium, a deadly nerve depressant de- 
rived from flowering plants which grow in 
warm climates. The bees had feasted on 
this and made it into honey apparently with- 
out any Il effects to themselves. 

Other cases of poisoned honey have been 
recorded from time to time, but gelsemium 
is only one of several plants held respons- 
ible. Thus honey made from Rhododendron 
ponticum is sometimes poisonous, and cer- 
tain cress-like plants also furnish toxic sub- 
stances. And there are probably a great 
many other plants that would produce 
poisonous honey if used in sufficient quant! 
ties by the bees. But of course in the usual 
process of honey manufacture the bees mix 
such a preponderant quantity of innocuous

Even a smoking- 
room is provided and many a poor man, 
caught in the stress of circumstances, has 
blessed the kindly thought that made it 
possible for him to be warm and at least 
housed, during the cold nights. The only 
proviso attached to this open-door policy 
is a notice tacked on the inside of the street 
doors: “The Last One Out is Requested 
to Turn Off the Lights.” Other Alaskan 
towns and camps, although not having so 
comfortable a building as the Fairbanks 
library has, look after the unfortunate, the 
poor and the natives in much the same 
fashion. 

The turning of the winter’s solstice is 
made the occasion of high jinks throughout 
the territory and the day that is ALL day, 
June 21, is kiddies’ day in very truth. The 
seasoned “sourdoughs” see to it that the 
growing “native sons and daughters” have 
a right good time. Processions, fetes, en- 
tertainments thought out in love and car- 
ried through with enthusiasm teach the 
lesson of loyalty and love for the land of 
their birth to the little Alaskans. 


Stoves in Wells. 


To repeat: It’s absurd to speak of the 
cold of Alaska—as Alaska. One would not 
speak of the cold of the United States, in 
toto. Yet climatic conditions are almost 
as varied in Alaska’s enormous stretches as 
in the States. For instance, the Inland 
Passage, which is considerably longer than 
an ostrich's neck and far more picturesque, 
has an average mean temperature some- 
what above New York, and it never gets as 
cold ‘n winter. The same is true of Prince 
William’s Sound. Valdez, at the foot of the 
mountains fringing Alaska’s southern boun- 
dary, is an open-the-year-round port—the 
most northerly in the world, bar none. 

In the interior, though away from the in- 
fluences of the Japan Current, children play 
in the open and go to school in ordinary 
wraps with the temperature often 50 below. 
Government teachers told me they went to 
school with sweater and cap for wraps. 
This when in extreme weather, the ther- 
mometer registered 60 below at noon. Men 
freeze on the trail or elsewhere cnly when 
they get sweaty or wet their feet, and more 
men overdress than underdress. Many a 
woman told me she slept with windows and 
doors open (no door locked in Alaska) all 
winter long, and men say the trails are no 
longer dangerous adventures as in earlier 
days. From Nome to Valde% for instance, 


please,) has little stoves on shelves in the 
wells dug before it had city water-v orks, 
and its up-to-the-minute hydrants of the 
present-day regime are boxed, with stoves 
within, they are so taken as a matter of 
course that the residents were surprised 
that I thought them worthy of note. If I 
had been there in winter I would have seen 
the dogteam milk and vegetable carts send- 
ing up smoke from each funnel as they 
sped, with tiny stoves inside, along the 
snowy streets. 

Even Nome, extremist as it might well 
be called when one speaks of just plain 
North, has hot days in winter. Judging by 
the glowing accounts given of the dog 
races pulled off there, I fancy the tempera- 
ture is raised several degrees both before, 
during and after the event. 

The scenery of Alaska, grand as it is; the 
country itself, big as it is, was not what so 
impressed me on a trip that took me 
through the Inland Passage, over the White 
Pass, down the tremendous Yukon River, 
with a detour up the Tanana to Fairbanks 
and return, and so on to St. Michaels and 
Nome; to Cape Prince of Wales and from 
there to the Pribiloffs and the seal herds; 
past the active volcano of Katmai and 
through Unimak Pass; along the coast with 
its growing towns—all these did not im- 
press me so much as the People—the Alas 
kans themselves.

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Beautifying Hillsides. 
LESSONS FROM THE EXPERIENCE OF 
A VETERAN. 

FTER last week's copy had reached 

the printer there was received from 

Mr. C. M. Loring of Riverside some 
valuable notes regarding the planting of 
trees on the rocky hillsides of Mt. Rubidoux, 
and these are hereunto appended: 

“If you are going to use the information 
about our pine groves you should have a 
littie more detail. In 1909 I planted 2700 
Jack Pine (Pinus Banksiana,) a like num- 
ber of Coulter Pine (P. Coulteri,) 400 Jeffrey 
Pine (P. Jeffreyi,) and 350 Incense Cedar 
{Cedrus deodara, presumably.—Ed.] I did 
not lose one but they were irrigated and 
cultivated the first year. The second year 
they were not as well cared for, but were 
not permitted to suffer for want of water. 
They were planted quite closely, so as to 
make a shade, about fifteen to twenty feet 
apart. The Jack Pine requires less care 
than the others and resists drought better. 
We have given them no care for the past 
two years and they are growing wonderfully. 
We are now thinning them out. It is ad- 
visable to plant two or three times as many 
as are required as they cost but $8 to $10 
a thousand and the earlier they shade the 
ground the less water is required. The 
Jack Pine is very fragrant and it is a pleas- 
ure to walk through a grove of them.” 

Thus are given in detail some of the 
Southern California experiences of a planter 
now 82 years of age, who has been striving 
for sixty years, both east and west, to clothe 
the earth with beauty. He is best known 


as the father of the Minneapolis park and 
street planting departments, donor of Loring 


Park, etc., ete. For more than twenty years | 


he has been passing his winters in River- 
side and was the first man to plant a street 
uniformly as to kind, distance apart, etc., In 
that “Forest City.” As a practical planter, 
the editor of this department will stand 
sponsor for the reliability of advice and 
suggestions given for making bafren hill- 
sides beautiful. 
Feed Old Bulbs. 


OW that bulbs left in the soil since last 

year, or longer, are up and growing, it is 
well to feed them. Any plant ‘ood given 
should be very evenly distributed so that all 
are best given in solution. If stable manure 
is used apply in the shape of liquid manure. 
If commercial fertilizer, better put it in a 
tub or barrel, fill with water, stir often to 
hasten dissolution and after a days soaking 
enply the liquid, diluted, to the bulb beJ 
Have the solution weak and apply often, 
rather than risk ruin by over-feeding.

Cestroy Ants. 


— 


HOSE gardens which are most infested 
with ants are always the dirtiest and 
contain the dirtiest plants and most scales, 
aphides, ete. All aphides and scales exude 
a sweet substance known as honey dew. 
This is primarily for food of the young, for 
the youngest live on it alone, milking it 
from the mother-insects by means of their 
antennae. Those a little older mix it with 
plant juices by taking first a supply of one 
and then of the other. When their stomachs 
are strong enough for any plant juices they 
no longer depend on mamma for sustenance 
in which they closely resemble all animal 
life, even humans. Ants protect scales and 
aphides for the juices milked from them, 
hence the name “ant-cows” quite commonly 
used. When destroying the cows don't for- 
get the milkmen, for all are injurious to 
plant life.

Keeping Cut Flowers. 


r CORNELL UNIVERSITY, Ithaca, N. 
Y., Prof. Knudson has been experiment- 


ing to determine how to prolong the lasting — 
period of cut flowers, but in vain. 


He used 
salt, sugar, a goodly number of chemicals, 
burning and scalding the stems, yet no 
method tried was sufficiently successful to 
justify the expenditure of time or money. 
Washing the stems, changing the water, 
and cutting off a small portion of the stems 
daily, which is common practice, seems to 
be all one can, with economy, afford to do.

Lemons are best stored in a net bag, 
which should be hung up. Preserves and 
jams of all sorts should be placed on a dry 
shelf, where they may be easily examined 
in case of their not keeping well. An 
flavorings, spices and colorings are best 
kept in a small cupboard in the kitchen, 
where they will be at hand when required. 

Butter should never be kept covered from 
the air, and must never be placed near 
cheese or any strong smelling food, as it 
so easily gets contaminated. Milk should 
be covered with muslin if there is the 
slightest chance of it getting dusty. 


USES FOR OILED PAPER. 
in Temporary Home. 


[Ladies’ World:] The mistress of a 
simple little summer home solves many 
problems each year by carrying to the camp 
a roll or two of washable paper such as is 
used for bathroom walls. A supply of 


‘| thamb tacks is also included. This paper is 


used to cover shelves in kitchen and dining- 
room, as well as the shelves in the bed- 
rooms which answer for toilet purposes. 
Cut into convenient shapes, it is used on 
the dining table for plate doilies. A simple 


“| wiping off with a damp cloth makes it de- 


lightfully fresh and sanitary. When the 
house is closed, the papers are burned, and 
new ones used next year, which makes the 
paper preferable to oilcloth which is some- 
times used in the same way, but which is 
invariably yellow and unsightly after the 
first season. This paper makes desirable 
linings for drawers and cupboards in the 
permanent home, and may be found in very 
pretty designs. 


For the Pantry. 


Oiled paper plays an important part in the 
preservation of food in my pantry. When a 
cake has been cut, its freshness is retained 
by pressing a piece of oiled paper over the 
cut portion, or in case of a loaf cake, wrap- 
ping the whole left-over portion in a sheet 
of the paper. A bit of oiled paper forms an 
admirable cover for almost any left-over. 


Thick Soup and Bread. 


Soup is very good for children, especially 
a thick variety, which they should be made 


to eat slowly and with pieces of bread 


soaked in it. A thin stock soup, in which 
dry pieces of bread are boiled, as well as 
beans and any odds and ends of vegetable 
handy, again makes a nourishing dinner. 


Rice and Fresh Haddock. 


[New York Sun:] An excellent dish is 
made by boiling the rice in the same water 
that the fish—a fresh haddock, for example 
—has been boiled in, the fish of course be- 
ing carefully washed and dried before being 
put in the water. When cooked the rice 
should be strained off, the fish flaked and 
carefully freed from bones and skin, and 
the two mixed together with a little plain 
white sauce made in the usual way by thick- 
ening milk with flour and adding a good-

KINKS IN THE KITCHEN, 
Elements of Efficiency. 


— 


[Chicago Herald:] Other things being 
equal, the small kitchen is the most effi- 
cient. A very convenient kitchen, quite 
large enough for a family without a maid or 
for one employing only one servant, can be 
made of a room seven by eleven feet. Ten 
by twelve feet or eleven by thirteen feet is 
just about the right size for the average 
family. It should be oblong rather than 
square. | 

Wall paper should never be used in a 
kitchen. The only exception is the wash- 
able oilcloth paper which is recommended 
where the walls are in bad condition. 
Glazed tiling makes an ideal finish, but 
where this is too expensive they should be 
finished with kalsomine and one or two 
coats of flat washable paint. For the floor, 
if well laid, inlaid linoleum will give the 
most satisfactory results for the money. 


Conveniently Arranged Shelves. 


Have narrow shelves with one row of 
things on each. Use open shelves rather 
than cupboards and closed closets, except 
where a coal range is used, and the kitchen 
is necessarily dusty. Shelves should be at 
a convenient height, none lower than twelve 
Mmches nor higher than can de easily 
reached. Nothing should be permitted to 
rest on the floor. This saves bending over 
and facilitates cleaning.

A Problem for Physiologists. 

[Chicago Journal:] In 1864 three deer— 
a buck and two does—were taken from 
the royal park near Windsor and liberated 
in the North Island of New Zealand. To- 
day that island contains at least 10,000 
deer, every one of them descended from 
those three—and the amazing part of it is 
that they are larger and stronger and the 
bucks have finer antlers than any deer in 
the British islands or France. 

In spite of inbreeding to an extent never 
known before, these animals have not only 


Many observers have noted before that 
the harm done by inbreeding is lessened or 
abolished if the related individuals who 
are to be mated are kept in a different en- 
vironment. In this case, however, only a 
single change of environment was made; 
for fifty years the deer of North Island 
have lived under one set of conditions, as 
well as interbred constantly, and still they 
thrive. 

The experiment will not be complete un- 
til some of these New Zealand animals are 


Europe. If such a cross results in animals 
finer than those now ranging North Island 
woods, old theories of the harmfulness of 
inbreeding will receive partial support. If 
not, they must have a thorough remodel- 
ing.
